Governor Robertson's hard surfaced 
road construction program, was pass­ 
ed by the house of representatives 
yesterday afternoon by a vote of 81 
to 7. 
The seven negative votes were re­ 
corded by Representatives Campbell, 
Glasser. Haley, Harvey, Hill of Ellis, 
Tliirsk and Vaughan, all republicans, 
who waged a losing fight Friday to 
take from the hands of the governor 
the power of designating the mem­ 
bers of the commission, which 
will 
supervise the expenditure of the mon­ 
ey and the construction of the roads. 
The house action followed two days 
devoted to consideration of the meas­ 
ure in committee of the whole, dur­ 
ing which not an amendment of con­ 
sequence was made to the measure, 
except those that were either offer­ 
ed or accepted by 
the 
committee 
which drafted the bill. For the most 
part the amendments adopted did 
nothing more ihau straighten out the 
language of the measure by eliminat- 
, ing superfluous words or mentioning 
I the name of some small tow n through 
which the road will pass.

oughly organized in supporting the 
committee's bill before it was offer­ 
ed on the floor of the assembly, for
